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Congress Hears From the Seo

Washington, Dec. 17. — The annual 
report of Hon. John O. Carlisle, Decre- 
tory of the treasury, wai sent to oon- 
press yesterday. It was, of course, a 
and Important document, but that 
. of it which referred to national 
i was as follows: 
"At the beginning of the Inst fiscal 
year, July 1, 1894, the cash balance in 
the treasury, excluding all current lia- 
bilities, but including a gold reserve of 
164,878,024.06, was $117,584,486.18. and 
at the close of the year, June 30, 1895 
the cash balance, excluding all current 
liabilities, but including a gold reserve 
of $100,000,000, was $195,340,158.87, 
showing an increase of $77,657,717.74 
The excess of the expenditures over re 
ceipts during the year was $42,805,223.

"The total receipt" during the fiscal 

1895, were $15,668,055.86 greater 

the receipts during the fiscal year 

and the expenditures were $11, 

i\M less than during the year 

1894. The revenue derived from cus 
toms during the fiscal year 1996 exceed 
ed the revenue derived from the same 
source in 1894 by the sum of $20,840.- 
086.83, but the receipts under the in- 
ternal revenue laws and from some 
other sources were less than during the 
previous years, so thet the net increase 
of revenue was $15.668.055. 86, as above 
stated. 

"If the income tax provision con- 
tained in the act of Aug. 38, 1804, had 
been sustained by the courts it is be- 
lieved that the deficiency for the year 
would not have exceeded the amount 
estimated in my hist annual report. In 
that report the opinion was expressed 
that the laws then in force would not 
only yield ample revenue during the 
fiscal year 1896. but that there would be 
a surplus of nearly $29,000,000. 

"The total excess of expenditures over 
receipts from Jnlv 1. I8p3, to Dec. 1, 

1895, was $180,22L023: and of this sum 
$22,462,200.88 was paid out of the bal- 
ance on hand at this date in excess of 
$100,000,000 and the remainder has hern 
supplied by the use of United States 
notes and the treasury notes presented 
for redemption, and thus received into 
the treasury in exchange for gold coin. 
The act of May 31, 1878, provided thut 
when any United States notes mny bo 
redeemed or received into the treasury 
under any law. from any source what- 
ever, and shall belong to the United 
States, they shall not be retired, can- 
celed or destroyed, but they shall bo re- 
issued and paid out again and kept in 
circulation. 

"None of my predecessors in office 
have ever made any distinction between 
the notes received in payment of the or- 
dinary revenue notes presented by the 
holders and redeemed in coin, but such 
notes have been used indiscriminately 
as the exigencies of the public service 
required." 

Discussing the prospect of revenue 
and expenditures coming together in 
the future, the secretary says: 

"The secretary advises the strictest 
economy in apnropriations and public 
expenditures. The revenue laws now 
in force will, he believes, yield amnlfl 

meani for the rapport of the public 

service upon the i a.-is now established 
and an estimated surplus of nearly $?.- 
000.000 daring the fiscal year 1897." 

On this subject he says: 

"During the fiscal years 1804 and 18M 
the ordinary expenditures of the govern- 
ment have be^deoTeii«ed$$7,282,656. , . , 0, 
as compareiT* with the fiscal year 1893, 
and it is believed that with the co-oper- 
ation of congress farther reductions can 
be mnde in the future without imimir- 
ing the efficiency of the public service." 

In repaid ro the bond issue the sec- 
retary says: 

"The beneficial effects of the transac- 
tion were felt immediately, not only in 
this country, but in every other having 
commercial or financial relations with 
our people. Confidence in our securities 
as safe and profitable investments was 
at once restored to such an extent that 
they ceased t© bo returned to our mar- 
ket for sale, and a very considerable de- 
mand for thein was created abroad, but 
the most gratifying evidenctsof im- 
provement in our condition were afford- 
ed by the prompt revival of business 
among our own people, the Increased 
activity and extension of our domestic 
industrial and oomni reial operations, 
the rise in prices of our principal agri- 
cultural products and the general feel- 
ing of relief and security which became 
upparent in every pari of the country. 

"But," he adds, "ottr further progress 
toward a complete restoration of confi- 
dence and prosperity is seriously imped- 
ed by the defects in our currency laws. 

"If our legal tender notes were retired 
there is abundant reason to believe that 
a very large amount of gold which lias 
been excluded from the country by the 
excessive use of silver and paper in our 
circulation would promptly retnru to 
take its place in our currency and con- 
stitute a permanent purt of our medium 
of exchange. The retirement and can 
cellation of the legal tender notes would 
not necesaarily prpduce any conduction 
of the circulation, and if Bnch a result 
should follow and continue for any con- 
siderable period it would be a demon- 
stration of the fact thut the volume of 
currjracv ateviously existing waa not 



needed in the business of the people. 

"No surplus revenue, however large, 
he says, "could extricate us from our 
present difficulties, or give assurance of 
safety in the future, unless it should be 
required to be paid in gold under a sys- 
tem which would exempt the govern- 
ment from the obligation to furnish the 
gold when demanded to be used in mak- 
ing the payments: and it is scarcely 
necessary to suggest that such system is 
impossible as long as the United States 
notes and treasury notes are kept in cir- 
culation and are redeemed in gold by 
tbe government itself on presentation. 

"There is but one safe and "effectual 
way to protect our treusury, and that is 
to retire and cancel the notes which 
constitute the only means througli 
which the withdrawals can be made. 

This, he says, can be most success- 
fully and economically accomplished by 
authorizing the secretary of tho treas- 
ury to issue from time to time bonds 
payable in gold hearing interest at a 
rate not exceeding 8 per cent per an- 
num and having a long time to run. 

"In order to further facilitate the sub- 
stitution of other currency for the re- 
tirement of legal tender notes, the na- 
tional hanks should be authorized to is- 
sue notes equal in amount to the full 
face value of bonds deposited to secure 
them and the tax on their circulation 
should lie reduced. 

"It is uot probable that anv plan for 
the permanent retirement of the United 
States notes and treasury notes will be 
adopted that will not require considera- 
ble time for its complete execution and 
1 therefore respectfully urge upon con 
gress the propriety of prohibiting any 
future issues of such notes or of national 
bunk notes of less denomination than 
|10. The large silver certificates now 
outstanding could be retired and can- 
opied when received and smaller ones 
substituted for them so that there would 
be no diminution of the amount of 
small currency in circulation, and the 
ultimate result would he an increased 
use of our present stock of silver in the 
rbfrll of subsidiary coin or standard dol 
lar and certificates. "

Judge Suodgrass entered the law 
office to see Mr. Spurlock, who is . 
partner of Congressman Brown. Mr 
Beasley was sitting at a d< sk and tht 
judge, walking up to lliiu. denounced 
an article in the morning's Times 
which appeared over his (Beasley's) 
signature, as a lie. 

Mr. Beasley protested that it was the 
truth. They came to blows and .Judge 
SnodjD aSS drew a pistol and shot at 
Beasley twice. One ball entered the 
left arm near the wrist and came out 

near the elbow. The other ball lodged 

in the ceiling. 

The charges made by Mr. Beasley in 
his card to The Times were to the effect 
that the snpieme OOUTt rendered a dCci 
siou in the railroad debtoaaeof the 
state from a political standpoint and not 
from jnstice. The shooting has created 
great excitement.

It is a long docu 
ment, prepared by Enrique Jose Verona, 
ex-deputy in the Spanish cortes, and re- 
views the history of revolutionary agi- 
tation in Cuba and present conditions 
on the island. The manifesto summa- 
rizes Cuban needs thus: 

"The people of Cuba require only 
liberty and independence to become a fac- 
tor of prosperity and progress among 
civilized nations instead of intranquil- 
ity, disturbance and ruin. The fault 
lies entirely with Spain. Cuba is not 
the offender; it is the defender of its 
rights. Let America, let the world de- 
cide where rest justice and right." 

It is set out that no people could bear 
the wrongs endured by the Cubans 
without protest, without degrading and 
condemning itself to annihilation. The 
manifesto concludes: 

"Spain denies Cubans all effective 
powers in their own country; condemns 
them to political inferiority in their na- 
tive land, confiscates product of their 
labor, without giving in return either 
safety, prosperity or education. 

"Spain has shown itself utterly in- 
capable of governing Cnba, which It ex- 
ploits, impoverishes and demoralizes. 
The Cubans, not in anger, but in de- 
spair, have appealed to arms to defend 
their rights and vindicate an eternal 
principle, without which every commu- 
nity is in danger — the principle of jus- 
tice. Nobody has the right to oppres- 
sion. Spain oppresses us. In rebelling 
against oppression we defend a right. 
In serving our own cause we serve the 
cause of mankind. 

"We have not counted the number of 
our enemies, nor measured their 
strength. We may find ruin and death 
a few steps ahead. So be it. We do 
our duty. If the world is indifferent to 
our cause, so much the worse for all. A 
pew iniquity shall have been consum- 
mated. The principle of human solidar- 
ity shall have suffered a defeat." 

LATEST BATTLES" IN CUBA. 

Havana Reports Always Make a Victory 
Kor the Spaniard*. 

Havana, Dec. 17.— An Important en- 
gagement is reported at Maltiempo, 
province of Santa Clara, in which a 
force of BOO hoops under Colonel Ari- 
zon. met the main force of the Insur- 
gents under Uomes, to the number of 
6,000. The combat is reported to have 
been a fierce one and long contended. 

Maltiempo is near Las Cruees and 
equally distant from that town and 
from Baes. It is about half way be- 
tween the city of Santa Clara and Cien- 
fuc.'os, and IS miles from each. It is 
also about *.'() miles west of Siguanea, in 
the neighborhood of which the insur- 
gents' main body was last reported. 

Las Crncea is on the rauway between 
Santa Clara, General Campos' head- 
quarters, and Cicnfuegos. 

The Spanish forces engaged were un- 
der Colonel Arizon, numbering about 
200, together with 'iOO of the battalion 
vanarios, under a lieutenant colonel. 
This force sustained an uneven combat 
with (ioniez's insurgents, who renewed 
the engagement after having been, once 
driven back, But they were finally re- 
pulsed with heavy loss. The loss or the 
troopl was tWO officers and 10 soldiers 
killed and four officers and 40 soldiers 
wounded. Colonel Ari/.on, at the close 
of the engagement, waa left in posies 
sion of the field. He sent his wounded 
back to Cruees, and then advanced to 
Paez. 

Colonel Rubin, while in pursuit of the 
insurgent force commanded by Cjjuintin 
Banderas, was attacked on all sides at 
Des Filadero. near P.anao. The troops 
made a grand defense and the insur- 
gents were eventually beaten off by the 
well-directed artillery fire turned upon 1 

thein. The troops lost row killed and 

seven wounded. 

A culvert on the railroad between 

Santa Clara aud Cicnfuegos, the head- 
quarters of Captain General Martinez 

de Campos, has been blown up by the 

insurgents. A pilot engine which was 
sent ahead of a train running over that 
portion of the road was ditched, and five 
railroad employes were killed.

Sergeant Cuthbertson, of the Weather 
Bureau, was in conference with Deputy 
Postmaster Bertrand yesterday regarding 
a plan of which Sergeant Cuthberson has 
been advised from Washington to make 
the stamp of which the hour of the re- 
ception of a letter in the postoflice is 
shown, a trifle larger, and include in it a 
brief epitome of the weather forecast. 
The Signal Service is contemplating 
union to this extent with the Postoflice 
Department. 

The Government contemplates stamp- 
ing on the backs of all letters coming to 
residents of Buffalo, and incidentally the 
residents of all the rest of the United 
States, the weather predictions for the 
ensuing twenty-four hours. The stamp 
will be used in connection with the date 
stamp now used by the postal depart- 
ment. The stamp wiH be modeled on 
the following plan : "Weather forecast 
for to-morrow. Received at 11 a. m., 
December 7, Buffalo, N. Y. Cold wave, 
west winds." 

C. and 0. Train Record. 

The F. F. V. limited reached the east- 
ern terminal 26 days on time during the 
month of November. The Washington 
express was late only five times during 
the month of November, although, on ac- 
count of connections, it was enabled to 
make up the time on 13 different days, 
as much as 55 minutes being made up on 
the run from Cincinnati to Washington. 
The F. F. V., westbound, was received 
by the C. and 0. Railway at Washington 
only four times on time, but it was ena- 
bled to make up on the schedule and 
reached Cincinnati on time 20 times. 
The Washington express reached Cin- 
cinnati every day during the month of 
November except two— 28 times— on 
time.

Important Decision Rendered at Lex- 
ington Mondny by Judge 
Parker. 

Judge Parker, of Lexington, rendered 
an important decision yesterday bearing 
on the free turnpike question, in the 
test case of Dr. R. J. O' Marion y vs. Judge 
F A. bullock and the Fayette Fiscal 
Court, in which he held that the propo- 
sition to issue bonds to buy turnpikes 
did not carry at the November election. 

Judge Parker decided that the consti- 
tutional provision that a majority of the 
votes necessary to carry the proposition 
means a majority of all the votes in the 
county, and that the question as to how 
many Jvotes there are in the county is 
determined by the entire number of 
votes cast at the election held. 

As there were about 7,000 votes cast at 
the election, and only 2,84!) in favor of 
free turnpikes, the court held that a 
majority of the votes in Fayette County 
were not cast in favor of free turnpikes, 
and therefore the proposition (ailed to 
carry. 

The number of votes cast against the 
proposition was 727. Colonel Breckin- 
ride, one of the attorneys in the case, 
gave notice that he would appeal the 
case to the Court of Appeals. 

The decision of Judge Parker in this 
case was watched with interest and the 
advocates oi free turnpikes, while beaten 
for the time being propose to renew the 
hght. ^

Some good tobacco 
has been offered, and prices have fully met the 
sellers' views, as the figures will show, which 
fully demonstrates the fact that we have no 
surplus of tbe best grades, and our prediction of 
some time ago is correct. 

Offerings have l>eeu liberal for this season of 
the year, as the expectation of advances In pkieH 
Is not so strong as it was, and many of the ship- 
pers feel that It will not pay to carry into the 
new year. Sales will probably adjourn after 
this week's sales until after the holidays. There 
has been seme new tobacco sold, but none of the 
bctl trades, Therefore, prices have been low. 

The uniform Inspection will go into effect after 
January 1st, and we are In hopes that it will 
prove aisreat benefit to the market. as It protecLv 
shippers aud buyers, and gives a system of in- 
spection aud weighing that bns uo equal in any 
other market, aud will be the means of making 
Cincinnati in the near future the largest and 
best market in the world.
